of that country’s products. They 
range from $4.95 playshoes to a 
super de luxe engine-in-rear “ T a­ 
tra 87” motor car, selling at $3,- 
700 at the factory, swanky en­ 
ough that King Farouk of Egypt 
uses one for a royal limousine. 
The exhibit is open to the p ub­ 
lic, for a 50-cent fee. Importers 
and newsmen, invited to see what. 
the Czechs are prepared to sell 
to this country, were treated to 
samples of the excellent pilsner 
beer for which the nation is fa 
mons. The show 
features 
also 
several varieties of more 
potent 
liquors 
including 
slivovice, 
a 
plum 
b r a n d y ; 
juniper-berry 
brandy; Ju n e pear brandy; and 
Carlsbad liqueur.

The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

W ashington.—Administration spokesmen 
on Capitol Hill are beginning to wonder 
w hether President T rum an's tax program 
may be another victim of 
“governm ent-by-crony.” 
In this case the crony 
is good old John Snyder, 
secretary of the treasury. 
The re-enactm ent of a 
modified excess - profits 
tax on corporations was 
recom mended by Trum an 
in both his 1948 message 
on the State of the Union 
and in his address to the 
Pearson 
special 
session 
of Con­ 
gress last July. It was recommended, how ­ 
ever, despite the violent objection of John 
Snyder, who was so opposed that the pres­ 
ident had to turn to his council of economic 
advisers for tax advice. 
This year, with corporate profits at an 
all-time high, such administration 
stal­ 
w arts as Rep. John D. Dingell 
(Mich.), 
Rep. H erm an E berharter (Pa.) and 
Sen. 
Jos. O'Mahoney (Wyo.) came to the con­ 
clusion that another excess - profits tax 
recommendation was certain to come from 
the White House. So they prepared bills for 
an excess-profits tax to be introduced early 
in the 81st Congress. 
Much to their amazement, however, they 
w ere left out on the limb w hen the T ru ­ 
m an State of the Union message signifi­ 
cantly omitted any reference to an excess- 
profits tax. 
Inside story is that Economic Councillor 
John Clark, head of an interdepartm ental 
group on fiscal policy, finally gave up the 
fight for an excess-profits tax because of 
the obdurate sabotage and opposition 
of

Snyder—long

president's closest personal friend. 
Snyder has even gone to the extent of 
placing his treasury tax technicians “under 
w raps.’.’

The silicon slag, w hich consti­ 
tuted about 48 per cent 
of

iron ore which was refined in the 
charcoal furnaces, is particularly 
adaptable to the m anufacture of 
insulating m aterials of the rock 
wool and spun glass varieties be­ 
cause of its low 
melting 
point. 
Because silica sand requires con­ 
siderably more heat than the slag,

m anufacturers of insulating m a­ 
terials find the iron furnace slag 
a more economical m aterial.

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Home Building Puts 
Big Dent In Forests 


BI T THIS is only part of tile story—old time ship building:, 
industry and heating used un more forests than the modern 
home building; program is taking.

America is trying to 
build 
a 
million homes a year. 
But 
her 
forests could shrink one-third in 
20 years at the present 
rate 
of 
lum ber production, says the U. 
S. Forest Service. What is going 
to bo done about it? 
That's an old story in the Uni­ 
ted States. And it’s 
even 
older 
around the world. 
Gifford 
Pinchot 
w arned 
of 
shrinking U. S. forests in the ’90s. 
With Theodore Roosevelt's help, 
he later set up the U. 
S. 
Forest 
Service. But 50 years after Pin- 
chot’s cries first began 
to 
be 
heard, that Forest Service esti­ 
mates America still cuts 50 per 
cent more timber than she grows. 
Of course, close 
to 
a 
million 
homes a year is only part of the 
U. S. lum ber use. And in ancient 
times, homes were an even sm al­ 
ler part of wood using programs. 
Ship building took much wood, 
but metal and glass working and 
heating took 
more. 
Such 
uses 
stripped country after country of 
their forests 
Little attention was 
paid 
to 
forest care until the 19th Century. 
Today we have better ideas than 
to hang up a dead owl 
to 
stop 
hail or the heart of an ass to con­ 
trol ants as the Romans did. But 
we haven't stopped the trend of 
forest loss. 
Aside from dead owls and ass’s 
hearts, the Romans did some good 
forestry work. But the Etruscans 
started to strip Italy of her for­ 
ests. The Romans w ent on. Even 
so, Italy had much 
forest 
until 
the Christian era. But in 1G7 B. 
C., Rome felt the need for wood 
enough to forbid rutting ship tim ­ 
bers in Macedonia when she took 
over that country. 
The Apennines lost their trees 
in ancient times, the 
Alps 
and I 
Pyrenees in the late Middle Ages. 
It is only accident that gives 
dates to the time other countries 
lost forests. 
Palestine, 
for 
in­ 
stance, was wooded 
in 
David’s 
time. The Old Testament tells of 
woods and groves. Groves in the 
New Testament are olive groves. 


Greece was forested 
in 
H om er’s 
time. Virtually all the woods w ere 
gone when Pericles ruled Athens. 
The island of Cyprus 
seems 
to 
have lost its trees about the time 
of Cleopatra. 
A rtaxerxes I. King of 
Persia, 
made rules about 
cutting 
the 
Cedars of Lebanon in 465 B. C. 
But when Alexander got to the 
area in 333 B. C. the (ices were 
gone. Isaiah who 
wrote 
around 
500 B. C. tells of the loss of sev­ 
eral forests. Plato speaks of v an ­ 
ishing forests in Greece. 
South Spain was wooded In 200 
B. C., but 
a 
great 
forest 
fire 
wiped out much. 
Silver 
miners 
took more. Great Britain has lost 
95 per cent of her woods. Wooden 
ships took many 
of 
the 
trees. 
Charcoal for steel 
making 
took 
more until Britain turned to coal. 
The charcoal burner was at work 
in the Urals of Russia until very 
recent times. 
In the Near East, woods were 
stripped from the 
hills. 
Floods 
and 
silting 
followed 
and 
are 
blamed, at least partly, for the 
wreck of several 
great, 
ancient 
civilizations. China lost her for­ 
ests hundreds of years ago and is 
still va turn of great floods. 
One trouble is that forests were 
the foe of early man. 
Even 
in 
comparatively 
modern 
times, 
clearing the forest has 
been 
a 
tough job. 
Lots 
of 
Americans 
know from experience how hard 
it is to dig stumps or work a tim ­ 
ber rig. The woods seemed end ­ 
less and malign. 
Sacred trees and sacred groves 
were part of 
ancient 
religions. 
Some experts say Rome had to 
end her conquests at the line of 
the great virgin northern forests. 
In the Middle Ages, clearing the 
woods of Europe was the special 
work 
of 
monasteries 
and 
the 
knightly orders. 
And 
G erm any 
was among the first to learn how 
to care for her trees. 
Now the world Is learning th e 
cost of forest loss.

To Preventive Medicine

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Jefferson County Health Center: In Alabama, a million-dollar 
cornerstone for the National Hospital Construction Program.

medicine

come of age. 
T h a t’s what doctors and public 
health ofiicials see in the opening 
of the Jefferson 
County 
Health 
Center, tHe first 
public 
health 
center built with federal help u n­ 
der the new 
National 
Hospital 
Program. 
It is the first time 
in 
history 
that all the public efforts to fight 
disease and sickness which exist 
in one area have been coordinat­ 
ed and put under one 
roof. 
The 
hospital has always been the home 
of curative medicine. But it is a 
new idea to centralize all volun­ 
teer and non-profit health servic­ 
es and city, 
state 
and 
county 
health organizations in one home. 
This first building if its kind 
cost one million dollars. The U. S. 
G overnm ent paid $300,000 of the 
cost; the surrounding cities which 
will benefit from it, along w ith 
Jefferson County and the State of 
Alabama, paid the balance. 
One whole floor of the modern 
structure is devoted to the volun­ 
teer groups, the funds 
and 
the 


societies. They will include 
the 
Red Cross, 
Cancer 
Foundation, 
Infantile Paralysis Fund, Visiting 
Nursing Association, Tuberculosis 
Association and Industrial Health 
Committee. Although 
these 
or- 
ganziations all work tow ard the 
same general goal of fighting di­ 
sease, they frequently appear to 
be w orking at cross-purposes. It 
is believed that putting them all 
together in one place will get a 
more coordinated effort. 
One m odern 
laboratory 
will 
serve all the state and city sani­ 
tation facilities, including sewer 
departm ent work, m ilk and food 
inspection services and any other 
operation which needs the serv­ 
ices of a health lab. The indus­ 
trial and mental hygiene services 
of ihe state have been provided 
the most modern facilities.

Who's A Foreigner? 
By PETER EDSON 
Washington, (NEA)—Big busi­ 
ness is going ahead with plant ex­ 
pansion plans for 1949 involving 
m any billions of dollars. 
Top men in representative blue- 
chip companies have gone on the 
record 
confirming 
such 
wide- 
scale expansion, despite 
reports 
that there would be severe cur­ 
tailm ent as a result of the elec­ 
tion. 
The reports that industry was 
slashing 1949 expansion 
outlays 
became loudest after 
the 
presi­ 
dent’s message to 
Congress, 
in 
which he suggested that the gov­ 
ernm ent might go into the 
con­ 
struction of steel plants 
to 
in­ 
crease production in that 
indus­ 
try. 
An almost unanimous reversal 
of such reports came from 16 of 
America’s biggest 
industrialists. 
They w ere among 25 corporation 
board chairmen 
and 
presidents 
queried 
by 
NEA 
Service 
on 
w hether their 
companies 
were 
now curtailing expansion for po­ 
litical or other reasons, including 
the President's recommendations 
for newr tax and business control 
legislation. 
The answers came 
from 
such 
industries 
as 
General Electric, 
U. S. Steel, Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, du Pont, General Foods, 
and the Kaiser companies. Of the 
25 queried four 
could 
not 
be 
reached and five did not reply. 
Here are the answers: 
From C. E. Wilson, president, 
General Electric: 
“General Electric will continue 
w ith all expansion projects now 
under way and I see nothing in 
present 
conditions 
to 
warrant 
industry doing otherwise. 
Since 
1940, 
General 
Electric . . . by 
plowing back some 
800 
million 
dollars . . . increased plants from 
49 to 129.” 
It was further 
explained 
for 
General Electric that the expan­ 
sion program it set in 1945 is now 
being completed, and that there 
was some apparent slowdown of 
expansion for that reason. But it 
was emphasized that political con­ 
siderations had nothing to do with 
this. Several other companies ex­ 
pressed the same idea. 
From F. W. Abrams, chairman 
of board, Standard Oil 
of 
New 
Jersey: 
“Our capital expenditure esti­ 
mates for 1949 are based on our 
estimate of consumer needs . . . 
Our construction program for 1949 
will be substantially the same as 
in 1948, w hen we invested 8550.- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 and has not been affected 
by political considerations.” 
From Irving S. Olds, chairman, 
U. S. Steel: 
“Since VJ Day, U. S. Steel has 
em barked upon a 900 million dol­ 
lar construction program . . . over

am ount has already been expend­ 
ed. We have not 
cancelled 
any 
part of this 
construction

gram.” 
From Roy A. Hunt, president, 
A lum inum Company of America: 
“We are completing all work in

are proceeding as scheduled . . . 
Further expansion will

From M. B. Folsom, 
treasurer, 
Eastm an Kodak: 
“To catch up on plant construc­ 
tion eliminated by w ar years and 
to meet greatly increased custom­ 
er demand . . . Kodak has pushed

From du Pont, not attributable

For Showdown With Tito 


Editor's Note: The author of the 
following exclusive NEA Foreign 
Service dispatch has interpreted 
Communist aims in Europe with 
uncanny accuracy. 
His dispatch 
from Paris reporting a split in the 
Politburo received 
confirmation 
from President Truman. His re" 
port that Moscow had ordered an 
end to the French miners' strike 
was confirmed by events. His re­ 
port from Rome of an impending 
Stalin effort to unseat the rebel 
Red Tito is based on equally reli­ 
able sources.

aling troops and secret police for 
the showdown. 
The “Tito threat” was the sub­ 
ject of prolonged discussion at a 
special meeting of the Cominform 
held recently at Sofia after 
tho 
Bulgarian Communist 
Congress. 
Among those present, in addition 
to representatives from the Com­ 
munist parties of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and 
the 
satellite 
countries, were the Russian Sec­ 
retary of the Cominform. Yudin, 
as well as the 
Soviet 
General 
Sidor Artemovich K o v p a k a n d th e 
leader of the anti-Tito faction in 
Trieste, Vittorio Vidali. 
Kovpak, 
56-year-old 
partisan 
fighter and m ilitary confidant of 
Stalin, is an old hand at 
Balkan 
fighting. 
Vidali, under the alias of Sor- 
menti, was active during the last 
w ar as Moscow’s agent 
in 
the 
United States and Mexico. He Is 
said to have been the man who 
engineered the assassinations 
of 
Leon Trotsky and Carlo 
Tresea. 
Vidali is a bitter personal foe of 
Tito. 
Im m ediately 
after 
meeting, Comminform 
creased their pressure 
the Tito regime from 
the same time, 
Hungarian 
ann 
Bulgarian troops, augm ented 
by 
pro-Cominform Yugoslav desert­

The purge of pro-Com in­ 
form elements in Yugoslavia ex­ 
ceeds even that of 
the 
satellite 
countries. 
An 
ex-Soviet 
agent 
himself, Tho, in the view of per­ 
sons who have recently been in 
personal contact with him, will 
not be caught off-guard. After a 
brief period of hesitation he now 
realizes that as far as the K rem ­ 
lin is concerned he 
has 
burned 
all his bridges behind him. 
Tito is now gently preparing his 
followers not only for a political 
but also for a complete ideologi­ 
cal break with Stalinism. As yet, 
to be sure, he has shown no sign 
thai he wishes to be reconciled 
with the “capitalist” West. How­ 
ever, he has been making over­ 
tures to Italian socialists, whom 
he 
hitherto 
regarded 
as 
the 
“agents of capitalist imperialism.” 
A broad hint that Tito may use 
the Marxist but violently anti­ 
com m unist Social Democrats as a 
back door to the West was con­ 
tained in his New Year's broad­ 
cast to the people of Yugoslavia 
in which he derided the political 
theory that “ the end justifies the * 
means.” 
“Great things,” he said, “can ! 
never bo built by foul means and j 
in a dishonest way.” 
Although new for 
Tito, 
this f 
theory has been preached by So- I 


cial Democrats ever 
since 
the 
Bolshevik! seized power in Rus 
sia by violence and represents a 
sharp break with orthodox Len­ 
inist-Stalinist thinking. 
A leading Italian Socialist fa­ 
miliar with Yugoslav events told 
this correspondent: “Tito, like all 
fanatical Communists, must learn 
the hard way. His conversion to 
Social Democracy will not resin 
rect the thousands of 
men 
and 
women he hest roved'ruthlessly in 
the name of the theory which he 
now deplores. Nevertheless, 
the 
fact that, on the surface at least, 
he now rejects 
violence 
repre­ 
sents a significant step forward." 
The quarrel between Tho and 
Stalin has 
its 
humorous 
side. 
Shortly before his break with the 
Cominform, Tito signed 
a 
con­ 
tract 
with 
Czechoslovakia 
for 
coke. After the break, the Czechs 
refused to 
deliver. 
After 
pro­ 
longed 
negotiations, the Czechs, 
beset 
by 
their 
own 
economic 
troubles, consented to 
ship 
the 
coke to Yugoslavia — at prices 
double those 
originally 
asked. 
Tito's agents approached the Ge­ 
neva office of the European Eco­ 
nomic Mission of the United N a­ 
tions which immediately supplied 
Yugoslavia with coke from Bel­ 
gium and the Ruhr at one-third 
the price demanded by Czecho­ 
slovakia. The 
Czechs 
then 
ac­ 
cused 
the 
European 
Economic 
Mission of “sharp capitalist prac­ 
tices.”
